the 
Christian 
Herald ana the Literary Digest, opened their columns for sub­ 
scriptions for relief. 
(We know one Xenia woman of only moder­ 
ate means who has contributed to both of these.) 
Of the various uses to -which money may be put, none should 
have a stronger appeal to us than to save our fellow beings from 
starvation. The man or woman not touched by such conditions is 
certainly a hardened wretch. 
At last President Wilson awakes to the situation.

just issued an appeal to the country for help to save human life 
from starvation in China. 
We commend him, too, for the shape

Some of the people he appointed to carry forward this God-blessed 
work are very wealthy. 
We trust they may be stimulated 'to vie 
with each other in financial aid to this noble charity. 
To boost their impulses, and every boy else’s, we suggest the 
reading of the story of the ‘ Good Samaritan,” Luke IO, verses 
25 to 37. 
The road from Jerusalem to Jericho is through a 
mountainous and rocky desert, infested with robbers. 
A poor 
Jew, in passing, fell among thieves, who stripped and wounded 
him, leaving him half dead. 
A Priest and a Levite men of public 
character of his own nation, 
“passed by on the 
other side,” 
heartlessly giving no help; but a certain Samaritan, a nation 
hated by the Jews, took compassion on the poor fellow, put him 
on his own horse, himself walking, and took him to an inn, paid 
for attention to him and left money for further care. 
He was 
succored by a stranger. 
Christ gave this as an illustration that 
everybody in distress is our neighbor needing help, and that we 
are criminally negligent of duty if we heartlessly pass by on the 
other side.” We are to “Go thou, and do likewise as the Samari­ 
tan did.”
